Splendid Spectacle Promises
to Spread Fame of
Philadelphia

FLOATS WILL TELL STORY

Six Thousand to March
in Tonight’s Great Pageant

The pageant wili start from
Girard avenue at B o'eclock tonight
and will proceed down Broad strect
to Moore street, the cluba counter-
mamhin}z from that peint to the
centre of the eity.

There will be a grandstand at
Broad and Arch strects and another
on City Hall Plaza. Admission to
ench will be by ticket only.

In the pageant will be marching
cluba from nearly everv important
eity in the Union. More than 6000
men are expected to march, There
will ba 150 floats, advertising some
of the greatest industries Fn the
United States.

The movementa of the pageant will
be controlled by a system similar to
the train dispatchers’ arrangement
employed by railroads,

Thae 10,000 or more delegntens to the con-
wention and all of Philadelphla are looking
forward with anticipation to tha great
advertining pageant which will march down
Broad street from Glrard avenua to Mooras

mreet tonight,

The blg parades Is expected to mark A
pew epoch in advertining, and It s certain
to spread the famo of Philadelphin ns nn
Industrial eity to every nook and corner of
the United Sintes Advertining cluba from
pearly every State in the Unlon will march
in the pageant, and thers will boe floats rep-
resenting many of the gréatest industrics
of the United Staten. Flonts spenking for
the great industries of Philadeiphin will
eompose an important part of the parade,
In addition there will be floats showing
Philadelphin's importancs ns n historieal
elty.

For the first time In the history of blg
strect parades, the formation, the march-
ing and the digmissal will be controlled by
f nystem similar to thiat by which rallroad
traing are controlled. On the roof of the
Hotel Mpjestic R, . Mason, of the Bell
Telephons Company, will transmit orders
to 10 telephone stations along the routa,
These ordors will bo glven to expert rallroad
signnlmen, who will flash them to the
honds of the varioup pageane divisions, Thae
control mtation will recelve reports from
the branch telephone stations, and at nll
times will know Just where avery float and
marching club la loentad.

Filve telephone stations will be used to
oontrol the formation of the parade of
floats nnd 6000 marchern at polnts north
of Girard avenus. which Is the offivial start.
ing point of the parade. Threo telephone
mtationa in the heart of the city will be
used In the control of the parnde In motlon,
A great rallroad dispatch board st the
control wtatlon will record the position of
the varlous clubs In the parade. If a club
is not In the plice assigned, the slgnalmian
will be told to tell the leader of the elub
of the error.

ORDER OF THE PAGREANT.

The pageant will be started from Glrard
avenus on orders from the control statlon.
which will be {ssued ut 8 p. m. It s ex-
pected that the pageant will be viewed by
more than a half milllon persons. All of
the marchers will be In uniform and 29
bands will awaken the echoes of Brond
street along the line of march. The order
of entries of the hig pageant follows:

"“You have led Congress In this 4lrectlon,
and tha result in the lnw recently enacted
having for Its purpose the preventton of
fruudulent ndvertising In the District of
Columbln, Tt Is o great step In advance, a
nationnl recognition of the correctnoss of
your attitude. What is good for the ' Dis.
trict of Columbln I8, of course. good for the
country at large, and let us hope that all
the Sthtes, a8 some of them have already
done, will soon enact leglelation along this
line.

“In n weneral way. perhaps, we oun con.
Mider that the schooly and colleges and uni
versitles are educuting the young and that
the aducation derived through advertlaing is
direated more especinlly to thosse win are
aliler. This elassification, of course, In far
from exact, but us a broad generallzation It
Iy eorrect, and when wy wume 1o compare
the cost of the two systems of educdation,
ane for our youth and one for our adults,
we miy note some rather striking things.

“For Instance, magazine advertising in
the United Btates costs slmost exictly as
much a8 private elementary schools, and
nll the publle high schools of this great
country do not onst od much by $10,000,000
us that classification of advertising best de-
seribed as farm and mall-ordsr advertising,
The biliboard advertluing of this country
costs twice as much as the amount spent
in all the normal schoaols of the United
HSintes, Thera In nearly as much spent
ouch year in the United States on theatre
ndvertislng us s spent on schools for the
feeble-minded, although I draw no other
somparison between the twa, The reform
schoola of all the United States cost only
about one-third of the amount spent on
elvetric signs. And when we come to foot
up. the entire GBI for educating thoe youth
in the United States we fAnd, sccording
to the report of the Commissioner of Edu-
cation for the year ending June 30, 1014,
that it costs $T48.736.684. [ am gt going
to pretend to say how much was spent dur-
ing that year In the United Siatea for
educating the grown-upy by means of adver-
tising, but 1 think you will agree with me
that it costa quite as much to teach the old
idea bow to shoot ®s it did to teach the
youny ides how 1o shoot.”

In refarsnes to the advertising eampalgn
of thg Bell Telephone Company, Me, Kinga-
bury sadd:

“The corporation which I have the honor
to represent, and which spends large sumn
of money each year in national advertising,
doen not do so with the direct object of in-
duelng people to subseribe for telephone
gervice, Our president, Mr. Vall, has sald
to me over and over ngain, 'You must leep
out of your advertising anvthing In the no-
ture of an invitation to purchase telephone
sorvice ; get nwny from the commerelnl
Iden.” Weall, that Is n pretty hard thing to
do, but we have econselentiounly- tried to
do It

"We advertlse in a national way because
we serve a natlon-wide public and we want
that public to know pll nbout our business.
We have Intelonte problems; we want the
poaple to understond them. We have lofty
purposes, and we are entitled to have them
known. We have high Ideals as to civie
gerviee, and you ean rendlly understand
thant a ecarporation dolng business In gome
70,000 places In the Uhnlted Stntes needns
#ome mensidrs of sympathy from the publie
it s trying to serve, with its tremendous,
difleulties. We belleve In some great funda-
mentad prineiples as applicable to our busl-
nese, Buch as the necessity for one polley
us regards the genceral use and protection
of every telephong In the United Statea
Wea bolleve In one systeom, because we cin-
not concelve of n natlon-wide service belng
performed by numbers of unrelated com-
panied.  We belleve In universal serviee,
besause the ultimate bpnefits Incident to
telephone service obvlously cannot be glven
or recelved In o resteicted territory.

“Porhups the one great test that can he
applied to our natlonal advertising s to
consider whéther or not IL has made these
problems, purposes, ldeals, diffeulties, prin-
ciples and policles known throughout the
United States, [If It has made them known,
and to the extent It has made them known,
our natlonal advertising has been A suce-
dess, but If we have spent these large sums
af monoy without that result our national
ndvertiving hns not peeomplished the pur-
pose we have had In mind.

“As an advertising man T am pleased to
toll you that in our opinlon our campalgn
in thesa particulnra has been a success,
and thersa nre many evidences which go
to confilrm our belief In this direction,

“But 1 must confes to you that 1 am up
ngainst Jt.  In spite of our endenvors to
fallow out Mr. Vall'd Inatructions, the rec-
rrid shows that we have not been success-
ful, and. I tremble when I realize that he In
pure to lenrn that somewhere or other thea
commerainl idon must have erept Into some
of our advertising without our really know-
ing It. We have often stited thnt we could
not key our advertlsements or directly note
results In the way of Increases of buniness,
but n study of the figures shows a very
gratifying rosult when viewed from tha
pdvetrising mun's standpoint.

WHAT THE CAMPAIGN DID,

“Our national advertislng campalgn be-
kan In Juno, 1008, We will assume that the
ndvertiaing han affected only the number
of Bell telephanes, as shown In the annual
raporta of the Amerlcan Telaphone and Tel-
egraph Company. The stations of our eons
nocting companles, private line siatlons,
ete., have been omitted in making up these
figured. For the five years of 16404 to 1008,
inclusiyve, we galned 1,600,078 subscribers,
and this gain was 1.72 talephones’ for each
100 of the total population of the United
States. That wan before our advertlsing
campalgn began,

“Now let us take the period from 15808 to
1912, inclusive, omitting. as you will note,
the years 1914 and 1815 In order to avold
the effect of abnormal conditions dus to the
European war, During these five years,
while our wmdvertining campalgn was in
progress, we galned 2,190,064 stations, and
that gain was 1.00 telephones per 100 of the
total population of the country, so that dur-
ing the peviod covered by our national ad-
vertising the galn In telsphones was .26 of
one per cent. greater than during the perlod
when we were not advertising, If you will
apply this 25 of one per cent, to the total
population of this country you will notice
“';p.hl ':nlmn » ber of telephonea
And this galn was made |n spite of t
that the passibllities for m:rpbuumuh. ::::
considerably less In the latter period than
lis the former period,

“Suppose we consider . moment m com-
parison between the galng in Ball tele-
phones during the five-year perlod cantem-
poranecus with' our national advertising
and the galn in telephones in the more Im-
portant systems In Europe having Gavern-
ment ownership during the same period
Lat us tuke the years 1909 1o 1913, inghy-
pive. During that fAve-year pericd Fruuce
gained 153,047 telephones, or .04 of & tele-
phione per 100 of the population of the
oountry.

“He would want to know the thinge we
have undoertakon to dn with the printer'sa
types he so denrly loved in wonving them
into advertisemaents with which to ind mar-
keta and so to widen the boundariea of the
world's commerce and elvillzation

SANd why not foce the questions squarely,
frankly thin morning, just as wa should
have to face them if we wmtood before tho
first great Anmerlcan philogopher and ad-
vertiser and met his quizzlenl eyves looking
us through and through? Who are we and
what do we stand for and, above all, what
are we doing that Is worth doing to serve
our daoy In the warld?

"But before meeting the test of those
head-on questlons let me as presldent of the
Associnted Advertising Clube of the World
sy to vou, Mr, Provost 8mith, and thrsugh
vou to tho trustees of tha University ot
Pennuyivanin, that your associntion with
the FPoor Richard Club In Inviting us to
come to these halls of learning for our con<
ventlon was a great honor hestowed on
Amerlean business, And It seems Atting
thnt here and tow T should announce that
we shall issue asa permanent and quiciens
ing memorinl of thls great convention a
hook to bear the title, ‘Denjamin Franklin,
Printer.’ The author, John Clyde Oswald,
editor of The American Printer and a mem-
ber of the Executive Committes of the As-
socinted Advertising Clubs, s n recornized
authority on both Franklin and printing.

“At lust, by steady and sure growth, we
have pehieved an organization that has both
fexibility and unity, which recognized the
vialue of the clubs, distributed geographic-
ally, and the value of the departmentuls,
organized nationally on the basls of common
Intergat. Together, the clubs and the de-
partmentala constitite the Associated Ad-
vertining Ciubs of the World, strong, united,
courngeous In the resolve to go forward In
the spirit of servies, under thelr emblem,
the all~conquering word TRUTH,

“In brief, this describes who we are.
But Franklin would instantly {nguire what
we are dolng that lg worth doing. Poor
Richard wan always careful to see that
hin Almanack was not & prospectus of
promises, but o compendium of fucts, And
even when he salled a kite to the clouds
It was not to indulge In ldle wport, but
to see how much electricity would follow
down the stlken cord Into o glhss jar,

"Woell, what are we dolng? Merely to
catalogue our activities would put too graat
A tax on your patlence. HBut I must at
lenst tell you of the outstanding things in
the year sinte the Chicago convention,

“But with the clubs effectively organized
and adequately financed what are we doing
that I8 worth doing? We are making »
headon drive Into the very centre of a
problem that s bagle in the whole ques-
tion of markets, the eMelency of the re-
taller, the last man in the chain of dis-
tribution betwesn munufactyrer and gon-
sumer, You will hear at this convention
thut our Commities on  Hetall Business
Systems has worked out five systems, one
for grocers, one for hoot and shoe doalers.
one for jewelers, une for drugglets and one
for hardware dealers, and that all of these
systams gre practically ready to go forth,
under the guldince of the clubs, and de
their upbullding and bensficent work in the
